Hospitalization in -thè Glades ri 
lift this week when the couhty.commission approved an 
increase of $2,000 in the yearly budget for county hospital 
care to the indigent. 

Although increase in the budget is mainly to take care 
of greatly increased hospital seryices rendered by the Good 
Samaritan and Pine Ridge Hospitals, it nevertheless ingi- 
cates a greater emphasis of ggd'y needed medical facilities 
for the underprivileged. The Glades will benefit as well 
as the East Coast from the new $30,000 yearly budget for 
county medical expense. : 

A, member of the Good Samaritan Hospital Associa- 
tion board of governors Wednesday pointed out that West 
Palm Beach hospitals were forced “to care for patients 
from the Glades section who, under adopted regulations, 
should he confined in'the Everglades Memorial. Hospita) 
at Pahokee. He.cited costs of $1,548.13 for such care to 
negroes last year and a total of $1,207.95 for white people. 
He stated that West Palm Behch hospitals had not been re- 
imbursed for these hospital services. And all Glades pat- 
ients transferred from the Pahokee hospital to the West 
Palm Beach institution would add to an amount deducted 
am the county aid fund allotted to the Pahokee hos- 
pital. ES f 

It seems as if such an’ arrangement, is forming the 
well-known vicious circlé. It should be a recognized fact 
the Pahokee hospital is not large enought to care for all 
transients, underprivileged and seasonable residents of 
the Glades requiring medical care. At least it is not able 

‘to do so during the busy fall, winter and spring months. 
In the first plage, facilities are not always ample to care 
for every type of case registered at the institution and the 
active financial support of the financially well-off is sadly 
lacking. West Palm Beach hospitals do fot experience 
this condition. They are subsidized by payment of regular 
fees and county hospital care is-only incidental. . 1 

But, the story in the Glades is much different. A 
majority of local residents, unhappily, are not interested |: 
in the welfare of their owm hospital. During thé season 
the hospital staff is swamped with all manner of count$ 
relief cases and, at times, unable to accomodate all who 
ask admittance. 

‘In spite of these handicaps, the Everglades Memorial 
Hospital has made encouraging, gains and substantial im- 
provements to equipment and facilities. It is fortunate in 
being directed by an interested and active board and has 
the services of physicians ‘of recognized skill and ability. 

When county commissioners agreed.the budget item 
for hospitalization should be increased and indicated that 
means will be studied for a special levy for hospitalization, 
or for some other means to provide aid, they are taking the 
first forward step. Unless the local tax-payers are will- 
ing and able to pay for medical and hospital aid to those 
people who-themselves cannot, then socialization of medi- 
cine js the only alternati In fact, that seems to be the 
cpurse of action planned in many States. and communities, 
despite objections by the American Medical Association. 

: Adding to hopeful prospects for improved local hos- 
pitalization is the information that the Beck-Morrow hos- 
pital board bill for western Palm Beach county may be 
voted on any time before December 11 in a county-wide 
referendim» It had been erroneously reported that the 
measure required a referendum within 30 days after it be- 
came a law June 11. 

Some opposition to the measure is reported on the 
argument that no further tax levies should be made. The 
bill allows, if necessary, a levy of up to 10 mills on taxable 
property to go toward hospital maintenance. Additions 
to our présent, hospital or construction of a new institution 
and the governing of its affairs by a board named locally 
by the citizens is at. least an equitable way of securing 
-adequate hospitalization for, all people of all Everglades 
cómmunitie:

Hunters; No Limit 


The deer hunting season, which 
began unusually early this year In 
Collier County, is the first open 
season to be held in the Collier 
County game breeding ground in 
12 years. The 390,000 acre tract 


was ordered opened to deer hunt- 
ers only on Saturday, July 1. * 

The law permitting the special 
hunting séason was adopted in 
the 1939 legislature at the sug- 
gestion of the State Livestock 
Sanitary board. The season is 
open to sportsmen as well'as com- 
missioned agents, representatives 
and employees of the livestock 
board and was proposed as part 
of the boards tick eradication 
campaign. E 

A special $5.50 county license 
must be paid for der hunting 
| priviléges in the:counfy and, in 
addition, hunters must have eith- 
era regular State or county 
license. Regular^State and coun- 
ly licenses issued. now do not ex- 
{pire until February 15, 1940 and 
Will cover the.regular hunting 
season also. a

Selling of deer killed in- the 
quarantined areas is — prohibited 
and other game in the area will 
be protected. 

Only hunters hired by the live: 
stock board will be allowed in 
the area after October 31.
